Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  pleasure  in  presenting  my  Annual  Report  on  the  health 
of  the  District  for  the  year  ended  51st  December,  1959* 

The  report  follows  the  lines  laid  down  by  the  Mnister  of 

Health. 


Once  again  the  vital  statistics  may  be  considered  satisfactory, 
the  total  number  of  live  births  registered  during  the  year  -  445  - 
compares  with  471  in  the  year  1958 j  the  birth  rate  (corrected  by  the 
Comparability  Factor  supplied  by  the  Registrar  General),  at  20.42  is 
higher  than  that  for  England  and  Wales  at  16.5- 

The  death  rate  (again  corrected  by  the  Comparability  Factor) 
at  8.72  (10.90  in  1958)  compares  with  the  National  Rate  at  11.6. 

There  were  9  deaths  of  infants  under  one  year  of  age,  and  of 
these  deaths  5  were  under  one  week  of  age  -  this  neo-natal  mortality  is 
difficult  to  assess  and  is  the  subject  of  much  research  in  the  ante-natal 
period  of  life.  The  infantile  mortality  rate  20.52  is  lower  than  the 
National  Rate  at  22.00.  Prematurity  still  remains  the  main  cause  for 
these  infantile  deaths. 

It  is  pleasing  to  record  yet  again  no  maternal  deaths  during 
the  year.  Stillbirths  at  15»56  is  lower  than  the  corresponding 
figure  for  England  and  Wales  at  20. 7 • 

On  considering  the  number  of  deaths  in  the  district,  I46,  the 
male  deaths  9I  were  much  reduced  on  the  total  for  1958  (145)5  Ihe 
other  hand  female  deaths  55  were  somewhat  increased  on  the  total  for 
1958  (46). 


Once  again  the  main  cause  of  death  was  heart  disease  with 
54  deaths  (4I  in  I958),  and  vascular  disease  of  the  nervous  system  v/ith 
25  deaths  (56  in  1958)  a  welcome  decline  in  both  of  these  important 
causes  of  death. 

There  were  15  deaths  from  pneumonia  (19  in  1958)  and  five 
deaths  from  tuberculosis  (6  in  1958);  only  19  deaths  were  due  to 
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cancer  (4I  in  1958)  and  constitutes  one  of  the  most  favourable  aspects 
of  this  report;  recent  scientific  discoveries  in  the  mysterious 
behaviour  of  the  living  cells  gives  hope  of  possible  spectacular 
advances  in  the  campaign  of  intensive  research  against  this  group  of 
diseases  during  the  next  decade. 

Vaccination  against  poliomyelitis.  Immunisation  against 
poliomyelitis  was  intensified  during  the  year  with  more  vaccine 
available  and  the  extension  to  all  persons  up  to  the  age  of  40  years 
(excepting  babies  under  six  months  of  age)  and  with  certain  small 
priority  groups  of  any  age.  Up  to  the  end  of  1959  some  5)560  persons 
had  received  three  injections  against  poliomyelitis  in  the  District. 

Four  hundred  and  sixty-nine  cases  of  infectious  diseases 
were  notified  in  the  District  compared  with  72  cases  in  1958,  the  bulk 
of  these  cases  were  due  to  an  epidemic  which  was  concentrated  mainly 
in  the  first  half  of  the  year,  ceasing  during  August.  These  "measles 

years"  occur  every  other  year,  the  last  one  in  1957,  the  next  is 
expected  in  I96I. 

During  the  year  1959  there  were  no  cases  of  whooping  cougli 
recorded  in  the  District,  and  in  this  connection  pertussis  vaccinat.'on 
is  known  to  be  60  to  90^  successful.  It  may  well  be  that  this 
procedure  Yms  responsible  for  the  absence  of  cases  of  this  disease, 
which  is  still  a  potential  menace  to  small  children  particularly  in  the 
first  year  of  life.  Eleven  cases  of  scarlet  fever  were  notified  in 
1959)  eight  of  these  occurred  in  the  Catterick  Camp  Area  and  they  were 
scattered  throughout  seven  months  of  the  year  -  there  was  no  apparent 
school  spread. 

Four  cases  of  primary  pneumonia  were  recorded  during  the 
late  Winter  or  early  Spring  months  of  the  year,  and  the  villages  where 
they  occurred  were  Scorton  (2),  Ravensworth  (l)  and  Middleton  Tyas  (l). 

Four  cases  of  sonne  dysentery  were  notified,  three  were 
soldiers  at  Catterick  Camp;  and  the  fourth  case  was  at  Catterick  Village 
in  November;  seven  soldiers  at  Catterick  Camp  had  chicken  pox  which  is 
not  compulsorily  notifiable  in  this  area. 

A  small  outbreak  of  food  poisoning  -  12  cases  in  all  were 
recorded  in  March;  all  cases  were  soldiers  treated  at  the  Military 
Hospital  and  investigated  by  the  R.A.M.C.  (Hygiene  Section). 

There  ¥/ere  no  cases  of  poliomyelitis  notified  in  this 
District  during  the  year  1959- 
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Two  cases  of  puerperal  pyrexia  in  the  wives  of  soldiers 
were  admitted  to  Catterick  Camp  Military  Hospital,  and  one  case  of 
malignant  tertian  malaria  occurred  in  a  soldier  also  stationed  at 
Catterick  Camp. 

There  were  5  cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  notified  in 
1959 »  c.f.  10  in  1958»  There  were  no  cases  of  non-pulmonary 
tuberculosis  notified  during  the  year,  c.f.  in  1958- 

National  Assistance  Act,  1948,  Section  47- 

No  case  requiring  action  under  this  section  of  the  Act  arose 
during  1959- 

The  close  of  the  year  1959  was  also  the  close  of  a  decade 
and  it  is  interesting  to  review  progress  made  during  this  period. 
Perhaps  the  most  important  advances  have  been  in  connection  with 
vaccination  against  poliomyelitis  and  against  whooping  cough,  also 
B.C.G.  vaccination  against  tuberculosis. 

The  provision  of  smokeless  zones  in  the  large  towns  is  of 
great  importance  in  the  control  of  bronchitis  and  other  respiratory 
diseases  -  this  can  be  achieved  by  the  Clean  Air  Act,  1958  which, 
however,  applies  to  the  conurbations  especially. 

Unfortunately  the  public  at  large  has  not  yet  appreciated  the 
undoubted  relationship  between  excessive  cigarette  smoking  and  cancer 
of  the  lungs  and  bronchi,  and  in  this  connection  cigar  and  pipe  smoking 
appear  to  be  less  dangerous  than  the  cigarette. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage. 

Sewerage  works  are  urgently  required  for  the  villages  of 
Tunstall,  Moulton,  Ravensv/orth,  Downholme  and  Dalton,  and  all  are 
already  under  way  or  will  be  considered  in  the  near  future,  and  the 
villages  of  East  Layton  and  Carkin,  Caldwell,  Gayles,  Kirby  HilM, 
lifer ske  and  Whashton  where  sewerage  schemes  are  indicated. 

Melsonby  and  JVIiddleton  Tyas  schemes  are  nearly  completed. 
V/ater  Supplies. 

At  Hudswell  the  new  scheme  is  nearly  complete,  and  urgent 
attention  is  required  at  Marske  Village. 

Re-grouping  of  several  local  authorities  in  the  proposed 
Dales  Water  Board  is  likely  to  materialise  at  an  early  date,  being 
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part  of  the  Government's  scheme  for  achieving  a  more  satisfactory 
distribution  of  available  water  supplies  in  the  County  generally.

Tyas  is  in  hand.  When  completed  they  will  deal  adequately  with  the 
demands  of  the  respective  villages.

11 ,  Refuse  Collection  Service. 

This  service  is  operated  by  direct  labour  administered  by  the 
Council's  Engineer  and  Surveyor.  A  weekly  collection  is  maintained 
from  the  centred  population  throughout  the  District,  with  the  exception  of 
New  Forest,  Stainton  and  Y/alburn,  also  part  of  Catterick  Camp  which  is 
collected  by  the  Military  Authorities. 

The  total  cost  of  providing  this  service  for  the  year  1959 
£4»825  approximately  compared  with  £5j000  for  1958* 

The  method  of  disposal  is  by  tipping,  which  is  controlled  as  far 
as  possible,  and  as  top  soil  is  available.
